Economies Have Effected Cut
in Expenses of Various
" Departments.

MONETARY REFORM IMPORTANT

President Mopes It WIill Not Be Made
Subject of Party Politics—Sur
plus In Postal Department—
Attention Called to Canal
Matters—Postal Savings.

Washington. — Finances and cur
Pency reform are the subject of a spe-
slal message to congress, which reads
I part as follows:

The fAnanclal condition of the govern-
ment, as shown at the cloke of the Iast
fAmcal year, June W, 1911, was very satls-
factory. The ordinary recolpts into the
general fund, excluding postal revenues,
amounted to §F0OL8T2AM4490, and the dbs-
bursements from the xeneral fund for
surrent expenses and capital outlays, ex-
pluding postu!l and Panama Cannl dls-
bursementn, including the Interest on the
ublle debt, amounted to §6640,377,007.5%9,

Aving o surplus of $47.234,277.10.

The postal revenue recelpts amountsd
to $237,870,823.60, while the payments made
for the postal service from the postal
revenues amounted to FE37.660,706.48, which
left & surplus of postal recelpts over dis-
bursements of $219,118.12, the firat time In
B years In which n surplus occurred.

The interest-bearing debt of the United
Btates June 30, 1911, amounted to $015.-
863,190. Teh debt on which Intercst had
ceased amounted to $1.570530.36, and the
debt bearing no Interest, (ncluding greon-
backs, nattonal bank notea to bhe redeem-
od, and fractional currency, amounted to
§396,761.017.43, or a total of Interest and
non-interest bearing debt amounting to
$1,308,984,937.69.

The actual Alabursements, exclusive of
those for the Panama Canal and for the

tal service for the year ending June

1911, were $054,137.907.%9. The actual
disbursements for the year ending June
%, 1910, exclusive of the Panama Canal
and the postal service dlabursements,
were $669,706,891.08, making a docreass of
§5,667,860.19 In yearly expenditures In the
year 1911 under that of 1910, For the year
ending June 30, 1912, the eatimated re-
ceipts, exclusive of the postal revenues,
are $866,000,000, while the total estimates,
exclusive of those for the Panama pay-
able from tha postal revenues, amounted
to PE54.842,790.34. This Is & decreass In the
1913 estimates of §1,634,967.28

¥or the year ending June 30, 1913, the
estimated recelpts, exclusive of the pos-
tal revenues, are $687,000000, while the
total est!mated appropriations, exclusive
of the Panama Canal and postal dis-
busements payable from poatal revenues,
will amount to §537,92080335. This Is &
decrease In the 1913 estimates from that
of the 1912 estimates of §7,921,906.99,

As to the postal revenues, the expan-
siom of the business in that department,
the normal Increase In the post office
and the extension of the service, will in.
crease the outlay to the sum of $260,938, -
483; but as the department waa self-sus-
taining this year the postmaster general
Is assured that next year the recelpts
will at least equal the expenditures, and
probably exceed them by more than the
surplus of this year. It Is fair and equit-
able, therefore, in determining the econ-
omy with which the government has been
run, to exclude the transactions of a de-
partment like the poat office department,
which relles for its support upon its re-
ceipts. In calculations heretofore made
for comparison of economy in each year,
it has been the proper custom only to
include In the statement the deficit In the
post office department which was pald out
of the treasury,

A calculation of the actual Increase
in the expenses of government arising
from the Increass in the population and
the general expansion of governmental
functions, except those of the post office,
for & number of yeara & & normal
increase of about 4 per cent. a year. By
directing the a?nl.u of great care to
keep down tne efpenses and the estimates
we have succeeded In reducing the total
diasbursements each year.

Efficilency and Economy In the Treas
ury Department.

In the treasury department the efficlen-
ey and economy work has been kept
steadily up. Provision is made for the
elimination of 134 positions during the
coming year. Two hundred and sixty-
seven statutory positions were eliminated
during the last year in the office of the
treasury in Washington, and 141 positions
in the year 1910, making an elimination
of 642 statutory positions since March 4,
1500; and this has been done without the
discharge of anybody, becauss the nor-
mal resignations and deaths have been
equal to the elimination of the places, a
aystem of tranafers having taken care
of the persons whose positions were
dropped out. In the fleld service of the
department, too, 128 positions have been
eliminated down to the presant time. ma-
king & total net reduction of all treasury
positions to the number of 1.80L. Mean-
time the efficlency of the work of the
department has Increased.

Monetary Reform,

A matter of first Importance that will
some before con for action at this
sspalon s mone reform. The con-
sn- haa itself arranged an early intro-

uotion of this great question through
the report of its monetary commission.
This commission was sppointed to rec-
ommend & solution of the banking and
currency problems so long confronting-
the nation and to furniash the facts and
data necessary to enable the congress
to take actlon.

In order to do Ita work with thorough-
ness and precision this commission has
taken some time to make its report. The
eountry is undoubtedly hoping for as
prompt action on the report as the con-
veniences of the congress ocan permit.
The recognition of tha gross imperfec-
tions and marked Inadequacy of our
banking and currency system even In our
most quist financial periods ia of long
standing; and later there has matured a
mecognition of the fact that our system
is responsible for the sxtraordinary de-
vastation, waste and business paralysis
of our recurring periods of penic, Though
the methods of the monetary commission
have for a conslderable time been work-
iag In the open, und while large numbers
of the people have been openly working
with them, and while the press has large-
ly moted and discussed this work as It
has proceeded, mo that the report of the
commission promises to ropresent a na-
tonal nicvement, the detalls of the re-
port are stlll belng consldered, [ can
not, therefore, do much more at this time
than commend the Immense Importance
of monetary reform, urge prempt consid-
eration and actlon when the commission's
veport s recelved, and express my satls-
faction that the plan to be proposed

to embrace main features Lhat,
ving met tho dpproval of a great pre-
ce of the practical and profes-

stonal opinton of the country, ara ifkely
to meet squal approval in congress
With the present prospects of this long-
awalted reformn encouraging us, It would
be singularly unfortunate if this mone-
tary question should by any obdnce be-
come & party lasue. And I sinoersly
hope 1t will not. The sxcesding amount
of conslderation 1t has recelved from the
people of the nation has been wholly non-
partisan; and the congresa set Iits none
partisan seal upon It whan the monetary
commission was appointed. In commend-
Ing the question to the favorable con-
slderation of congresa, 1 speak for, and In
the apirit of, the great number of my
fallow citisens, who without any thought
of party or partisanship feel with re-
markable earnestness that this reform Is
necessary to the Interests of all the peo-

ple.
The War Department

There In now before congress a bill,
the purpose of which s to Increass the
efficlency and decreass the expense of
the army. It contains four principal fea-
tures: First, a consolidation of the gen-
cral staff with the adjutant genoeral's
and the Inspector general's depurtment;

second, A consolldation of the quarter-
muster’'s depurtinent with the subs sience
and pay department, thiled, the creation
of an army service vorps, and fourtl, an
exXtension of the enlisttnent period from
three to fAve vewrs

With the «stabilishment of an army
service corps. as proposed In the bill,
I am thoroughly In nccord and am cone-
vineed that the establlshment of suach
4 corps will result in a material econ-

omy and a very great incrense of etfi-
clency In the army. It has repeatedly

besn recommended by me and my
predecensors, 1, alzgo belleve thnt o
consolidation of the staff corps can be
made with a resulting Incerenss it ef-
fleleney and economy, but not along
the lines provided in the bill under
conslderation,

The army of the United Staten In In
good eondition. It showed Hsalf able

1o meet un emergency in the succosy-
ful mobilizntion of an army division of
from 15,000 to 20,000 men, which ook
place along the border of Mexioo dur-
Ing the recent disturbances In  that
country. The marve us dom from
the ordinary camp digeases of typhold
fever and mensles 18 referred to in
the report of the secretary of war, sand
shows surh an effectivencss In the
sanitary regulations and treatment of
the medieal corps, and In the dinels
pline of the army sell, us to Invoke
the highest commendation

The Panama Canal,
The very satisfactory progress made

on the Panamn ecannl last vear hoas
continued, nnd there (8 every reason
to belleve that the oananl will be com-

pleted as early us the 1st of July, 1918,
unless somoething unforeseen ooccurs.
This is about 18 months bhefore the
tima prondsed by the englneors,

We are now near enough the com-
pletion of the canul to make It im-
peratively necessary that legislation
should be @nacted to NAx the method by
which the canal shall be maintalned
and controlled and the sone governed:
the fact s that today there Is no stat-
utory law by authority of which the
president is muaintaining the govern-
ment of the zone. The Implled author-
Ity of the president to maintain a civil
government Iin the sone may be de-
rived from the mandatory direction
given him In the original Spooner act,
by which he was commanded to bulld
the canal; but certainly, now that the
canal is about to be completed and to
be put under a permanent manage-
ment. thers ought to be apecific statu-
tory authority for its regulation and
control and for the government of the
gsone, which we hold for the chief ana
main purpose of operating the canal,

I fully concur with the secretary of
war that the problem s aimply the
management of a great public work,
and not the government of a local re-
publie; that every provision must be
directed toward the successful main-
tenance of tha canal as an avenue of
commerce, and that all provisions for
the government of those who Ilive
within the zone should be subordinant
to the main purpose,

I renew my recommendation with re-
spect to the tolls of the canal that with-
In limits, which shall seem wise to con-
gress, the power of fixing tolls be given
to the president. In order to arrive at a
proper conclusion, there must be some
experimenting, and this cannot be done If
congress does nol delegate the power to
one who can act expeditiously,

1 am very confident that the United
States has the power to relleve from
the payment of tolls uny part of our ship-
ping that congress deema wise, We own
the canal. It was our money that bullt
It. We have the right to charge tolls
for ita use. Those tolls must be the same
to everyone; but when we are dealing
with our own ships, the practice of many
governments of subsidizing thelr own
merchant vessels I8 so well estublished In
general that s subaldy equal to the tolls,
an equivalent remission of tolls, cannot
be held to be a discrimination In the
use of the canal. The practice in the
Bues canal makes this clear.

The Philippine lslands.

In respect to the FPhilippines, 1
urgently Join In the recommendation
of the secretary of war that the act of
February 6, 1905, limiting the indebt-
edness that may be incurred by the
Phillppine government for the con-
struction of publle works, be {In-
creased from 356,000,000 to $15,000,000,
The finances of that government are
in excellent condition. The maximum
sum mentioned is quite low as com-
pared with the amount of Indebted-
n#ss of other governments with sime-
{lar resources, and the succeas which
has attended the expenditure of the
$6.000,000 in the useful Iimprovements
of the harbors and other places in the
Islands Justifies and requires addi-
tional expenditures for llke purposes.

Rivers and Harbors.

The estimates for the river and har-
bor Improvements reach $32,000,000 for
the coming year. 1 wishyto urge that
Whenever a project has heen adopted
by congress as one to completed,
the more money which can be eco-
nomically expended In Its construction
In each year, the greater the ultimate
economy. Thia has eapeclial applica-
tion to the Iimprovement of the Min-
sisslppl river and its large branches.
It seema to me that an increase In the
amount of money now being annually
expended In the Improvement of the
Ohlo river which has been formally
adopted by congress would be In the
interest of the publie. A similar
changs ought to be made during the
present congreas, in the amount to be
appropriated for the Missourl river.

Watsrway From Lakes to the Gulf,

The project for a navigable water-
way from Lake Michigan to the mouth
of the lllinols river, and thenoes via
the Mississippl to the Gulf of Mexico,
is one of national Importance. In view
of the work Rlready sccomplished by
the sanitary district of Chicugo, &an
agency of the state of Illinols, which
has constructed the most difficult and
costly stretgch of this waterway and
made It an asset of the nation, and
in view of the fast that the people of
Illinois have nuthorized the expendl-
ture of §20,000,000 to carry this water-
way 62 miles farther to Utica, I feel
that It ia fitting that this work should
be supplemented hy the government,
and that the expenditures recommend-
¢d by the special board of engineers on
the waterwny from Utlea to the mouth
of the lllinols river be made upon lnes
which while providing & wiuterway for
the nutlon, shpuld otherwise benefit
that state to the fullest extent.

The llmitation of the liabllity of the

master to his servant for personal In-
Juries to such as are ocooamoned by his
fault has been abandoned in most civ-
ilized oountries and provision made
wheraby the amploye Injured In the
courss of his employment I8 compen-
sated for his loss of working abllity
irreapective of negligence. The prin-
oiple upon which such provision pro-
coeds I8 that accidental Injuries to
workmen In modern Industey, with its
vast complexity and Inherent dangers
arinine from ocomplicated machinery
and the use of the great foroes of
steam and electricity, should be re-
garded as” risks of the Industry and
the losm borne In some equitable pro-
portion by those who for their own
profit sagaga therein. In recognition
of this the last congreas authorised
the appointment of a comminsion to
inveatigate tho subject of amployers’
liability and workmen's compsnsation
and to report the result of thelr inves-
tigntions, through the president, to
congress, This commission wan ap-
pointed and has been at work, holding
hearings, gnthering data and oonsider=
Ing the subject, and It Is expected will
be uble to report by the firat of the
year, In aoccordance with the provie
stons of the law

Measures to Prevent Delay and Um

necessary Cost of Litigation,

In promotion of the movement fop
the prevention of delay and unnecess
sary cost, In Htigation, I am glad to
wny that the SBupreme court has taken
steps o reform the present  eguity
riles of the Federal cdurts, and that
wa may In the nenr future expect n
revislon of them which will be a long
step in the right direction

Postal Savings System,

On Januvary 2, 1911, postal savings
depasitories wers extnblished experi-
mentally In 4% sintes and terriiories
After three months' successful operas

tlon the system wan extended ns rap-
fdly ns feasible to the T.600 postofeocs
of the firat, second and third classes
caonstituting the presidentinl  grade,
Iy the end of the year practically all
of these will have been deslgnated and

then the aystem will be extended to |

all fourth-clngs  postoMices doing a
money-order business,

The deposits have kept pace with
the extenslon of the svstem. Amounts

Ing to only 360,652 at the end of the
first month's opecation Iin the experls
mental offices, they increased to 879«
310 by July. and now after 11 months

of operation have reached n total of
$11,000,000. This sum Is distributed
among 2,710 banks and protectod une-
der the law by bhonds deposited with

the treasurer of the U'nited States,
Parcel Post.

Hteps should be taken lmmedintely
for the establishment of a rural parcel
post. In the esxtimates of approprin-
tions needed for the maintenance of
the postal mervice for the ensuing na-
cal year an item of §160.000 has heen
inserted to cover the preliminary ex-
pense of establishing & parcel post on
rural mall routes, as weoll an to cover
an Investigation having for its object
the final eatablishment of a general
parcel post on all rallway and steam-
boat transporiation routes. The de-
partment belleves that after the initial
expenses of establishing the system
are defrayed and the parcel post is In
full operation on the rural routes it
will not only bring in sufficient reve
enue to meet Its cost, but also a sur-
plus that can be utilised in paying the
expenses of & parcel post ip the city
delivery service,

The suggestion that we have a gen-
eral parcel post has awakened great
opposition on the part of some who
think that It will have the effect Lo
deatroy the business of the country
store keeper. Instead of doing this, I
think the change will greatly Increase
busineas for the benefit of all. The re«
duction in the cost of living it will
brine about ought to make Its coming
cortain.

The Navy Department.

On the 24 of November last 1 re-
viewed the fighting feet of battlaships
and other vessels assembled In New
York harbor, consisting of 24 battle-
ships, 2 armored crulsers, 3 crulsers,
22 destroyers, 11 torpedo boats, § sub-
marines, and other attendant vesmsels,
making 98 vessels of nll classes, of &
tonnage of 676,634 tons

The fleet was deficlent in the nume
ber of torpedo destroyers, In cruisers,
and in ocolllers, as well as In large
battleship cruisers, which are now ba-
coming & very important feature of
foreign navies, notably the British,
German and Japaness, -

The bullding plan for this year con-
templates two battleships and two
colliers. This Is because the other
and smaller vessels can be bullt much
more rapldly In case of emergency
than the battleships, and we certainly
ought to continue the polley of two
battleahips & year until after the
Panama Canal is finished and until In
our first line and in our reserve line
we can number 40 avallable veasels of
proper armament and size.

Like the Treasury Department and
the War Department, the Navy De-
partment has given much attention to
economy In administration, and has
cut down a number of unnecessary ex-
penses and reduced its estimatea ex-
cept for construction and the inorease
that that Involves. \

I urge upon congress the necessity
for an Iimmediate Increase of 3000
men in the enlisted strength of the
navy, provided for in the estimates.
Foug thousand mora are now needed
to man ail the available veasels.
Departments of Agriculture and Com-

maerce and Labor. )

For the consideration of matters
which are pending or have been dis-
posed of In the agricultural depart-
ment and in the department of com-
merce and labor, I refer to the very
excellent reportas of the secretaries of
those departments. 1 shall not be ubis
to submit te congress until after the
Christmas holidays the question of
conservation of our resources arising
in Alaska and the weat and the quoes-
tion of the rate for second-class mall
matter in the postoMees department,
Elimination of All Local Ofices From

Politics.

I wish to renew agaln my recom-
mendation that all the loeal offices
throughout the country, including col-
lectors of internal revenus, collectors
of customs, postmasters of all four
claanes, Immigration commissioners
and marshals, should ba by law cov-
ared into the classified service, the
necessity for confirmation by the sen-
ate be removed, and the president
and the others, whose time Is now tak-
en up in distributing this patronage
under the custom that has prevalled
since the beginning of the government
in acoordance with the recommenda-
tion of the senators and congressmen
of the majority party should be re-
lleved from this burden. I am confl-
dent that such a change would greatly
reduce the cost of administering the
government, and that It would add
greatly to its eMclency. It would take
away the power to use the patronage
of the government for political pure
poses. When officers are recommended
by senators and congressmen from po-
Jtical motives and for political servs
ices rendered. it Is impossible to ex-
pect that while In office the appointees
will not regard thelr tenure as more
or less dependent upon continued po-
litical mervice for thelr patrons, and
no regulations, however stif® or rigid,
will prevent this, because such reguia-
tions, in view of the mathod and mo-
tiva for wselection, are plainly incon-
sistent and deemed bardly worthy of

NEWS FROM THE STATE HOUSE.

Senator Norris Brown has written
from Washinglon to Secretary of
State Walit for blanka to bé used by
him In filing as a candidate for United
Btates senator,

Governor Aldrich has {ssued par-
dons to Martin Hicks of Richardson
county and Fred Bishop of Kimball
county, in accordance with recom-
mendations of the advisory board of
pardons.

The state board of pardons has re-
fused to recommend a pardon for Jay
O'Hearn, the Omaha young man who
with others shot and killed a saloon-
keeper, Nels Lausten of Omaha, The
object of the robbery was to obtain
money to continue a protracted spree,
O'Hearn was first sentenced to death,
but the supreme court reduced the
sentence to life imprisonment.

Becretary of State Wailt is of the
opinfon that in the matter of presi-
dential and vice presidential races
in next spring’s primary petitions
asking the names of various men go
on the ballot for the preferential ex.
pression must have 3,000 signers, the
same &# Ia required for those who de-
sire election as delegates-at-large to
elther of the big national conventions.

Floyd Seyboit, formerly of Lincoln
but now a legal resident of Geneva,
has filed nomination papers as a can-
didate for state treasurer on the demo-
cratic ticket. He has filled a request
with the secretary of state to have his
name placed on the primary ballot.

About $79,000 has been received by
the state treasurer's office for the gen-
eral fund since December 1, and the
accumulated cash in excess of current
obligations is being used to redeem
warrants regigtered during October
and November,

Banner county falled to abolish the
office of county assessor at the recent
general election and County Assessor
0, W, Langmaid will continue to hold
his position. The total vote cast in
the county at the general election was
283. A majority of all votes cast at
the election is required to carry the
proposition to aboliesh the office eof
county assessor. Ninety-one votes
were cast in favor of abolishment and
89 votes against the proposition. As
less than a majority of all votes cast
were In favor of abolishment, the
proposition falled to earry. Nemaha
sounty also’ failed to abolish the office.
